And of course, the heroes of Flight 93, 
who sacrificed their own lives so that hundreds of people 
they had never met could live...Although every time I do 
think of that terrible day five years ago it brings sadness 
to my heart, it also brings me hope. Few who knew my 
uncle would have told you that he would one day help 
to save hundreds of lives, and the same is probably true 
of all of the heroes of September 11th, but their heroism 
shows that normal people under extraordinary conditions 
can indeed do astonishing things...”

You can breath easier knowing that all the air filters have been replaced. Every classroom has a heat pump unit that 
cools and heats each room. Some larger rooms have two. Each heat pump has two filters to change and each heat 
pump has an intake vent that has a filter to change. So depending on the size of the room, there are at least 3 filters to 
change. Areas like the cafe and library have 15 heat pumps. That sure is a lot of filters.

Departure from the US 


DAY 2 Rome: 

Welcome to Rome where you will meet our Tour Director Tony. After we check into the hotel we will 
begin our tour in the heart of Baroque Rome, The Piazza Navona, the Pantheon and the Piazza del 
Rotunda. That evening we will go to the Trevi Fountain for a gelatto. 


DAY 3 Rome: 

Today we visit the Vatican--the smallest independent state in the world. We will visit the museums, 
the Sistine Chapel and St. Peter's Basilica. Later that day we will visit the Roman Forum, and 
Colosseum 


DAY 4 Rome: 

Today we will visit the ancient catacombs, the underground burial chambers of Roman Christians and 
Pagans. We will then visit the church of San Clemente to explore the archeological dig underneath. 
We will see a 4th century basilica, 3rd century temple to Mithira and on the very bottom a street built 
on the rubble of Neros fire in 64 AD. For our last evening in Rome we will walk to the Spanish Steps to 
enjoy the sights and sounds of Rome's earliest tourist district. 


DAY 5 Rome-Assisi-Florence: 

This morning we will depart for Florence via Assisi. We will visit the13th-century Basilica of St. Francis 
to admire the frescoes by Cimabue and Giotto. Before we go on to Florence, the cradle of the 
Renaissance, we will see the relics of Saint Francis. 


DAY 6 Florence: 

Explore Florence this morning. See Giotto's Bell Tower, the Baptistrys Gates of Paradise, and Piazza 
della Signoria. Tour the Duomo, the Church of Santa Croce where Michelangelo, Galileo and 
Machiavelli are buried, and the Galleria dellAccademia to admire Michelangelos David. 

Later in the day we will visit a Florentine Leather Factory. Tonight we will enjoy a traditional Florentine 
feast. 


DAY 7 Florence-Siena-San Gimingiano-Florence: 
Follow the Tuscan landscapes to San Gimignano to see the town's famous medieval towers. Then we 
will proceed to the walled city of Siena to explore its medieval treasures 


DAY 8 Florence-Vinci-Verona: 

Today we say goodbye to Florence on our way to Verona. We will stop in 
Vinci to check on Leonardo and the code. Upon arrival in Verona, we 

will see the famous balcony of Romeo & Juliet and the well preserved Roman 
amplitheatre. 


DAY 9 Verona-Venice-Verona: 

We will spend our last full day of the trip in Venice, the Jewel of the Adriatic. Guided sightseeing this 
morning including the Bridge of Sighs, the 14th century Doges Palace, the Rialto Bridge and the 
famous St. Marks Square. In the afternoon we will visita Venetian Glass Factory to see how the city's 
famous blown glass is made. We will then travel back to Verona to our hotel.

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Many meanings of the word 


A dyad (general) pair, consisting of two parts.

Facebook now being used to malign students, faculty

There have been several recent instances 
of Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High School 
students bashing fellow students and faculty 
through means of Internet web sites, the most 
prevalent being Facebook. 

The problem was initially brought to the 
administration’s attention when a female se- 
nior came across a Facebook group dedicated 
to bashing fellow students. Originally, the 
group targeted one particular person. Some 
comments were then directed toward specific 
faculty at L-S, calling certain female teach- 
ers “dykes.” When one of the group members 
tried to stand up for the teachers, hateful com- 
ments were then directed toward that student. 
One comment stated that the female’s criticism 
was an example of why women shouldn’t be 
allowed to speak unless spoken to. 

Facebook eventually shut down the group 
after it was reported by several people. Shortly 
after, another group was started that had essen- 
tially the same purpose, with similar kinds of 
bashing taking place. 

The online bashing has been especially dif- 
ficult to monitor or control because, although 
it involves people from L-S, it happens off of 
school grounds. The Facebook site is blocked 
from every Internet server at L-S, making it 
impossible for students to access it at school. 
Administrators have been struggling with the 


following question: if Facebook is an off-cam- 
pus activity, is it, and can it be, an in-school 
concern? 

“When people trash other people on Face- 
book it becomes a school issue because it gets 
carried into school,” said South House House- 
master Eleanor Burke. “It could lead to fight- 
ing, it could lead to outbursts in class, it can 
disrupt the educational process, it can make 
people feel really bad about themselves, and 
all of these things make it become a school is- 
Sees 

The issue of freedom of speech is another 
point to consider. After all, the Internet is free 
space, and this is America. However, when the 
hateful comments become threatening, the situ- 
ation then calls for administrative intervention. 
“If actual threats are being made online and 
someone takes action and prints them they can 
become a legal pursuit,” said Burke. “There are 
certain things you can’t say in writing that are 
slanderous or libelous. If we can trace back to 
who said them and there is proof in writing that 
they were said by that person, that becomes a 
legal question. Somebody might want to press 
charges.” 

According to West Housemaster Ian Ryrie, 
“The bottom line is that if it’s harassment — and 
harassment is defined by more than one inci- 
dent — appropriate measures need to be taken 
depending on the degree. Of course there is the 
question of in and out of school. If it is out, the 
police may need to be notified. We’ve had sev- 


eral incidences like this before, and some have 
involved the police and some have not.” 

“Another way would be for each of the 
students involved, with his or her parents and 
an administrator, to read what’s been writ- 
ten and show them what’s on the Facebook,” 
says Superintendent/Principal John Ritchie. 
“Then they would be stuck with their reputa- 
tion among the administrators and the faculty 
as somebody who would say this kind of stuff, 
which I would think kids would dislike as much 
as being suspended.” 

One student commented, “It is important to 
remember that when something is posted on the 
Internet, it is there for everyone to see, whether 
it be the person it is about or a teacher at L-S. 
The comments may not have been intended to 
hurt people, but they have a big impact.” 

The Boston Globe recently reported on a 
different online controversy. In the December 
22, 2006 edition, a Globe ran an article about 
superintendents who feel it is appropriate to 
surf MySpace, Facebook and other similar 
sites for evidence of misbehaviors, including 
athletes drinking. 

Woburn High School Principal Bob Nor- 
ton says he has a different emphasis: “I don’t 
sit here in the afternoon by myself and say, 
‘Let’s see who I can catch on MySpace.’ What 
we are trying to do is have our kids do things 
that are healthy and safe. I’m not interested in 
the penalties as much as I am interested in the 
message.” 


L-S school board election causes concern

A group calling itself “L-S 
concerned students” has placed 
posters around the school in order 
to educate others about the upcom- 
ing L-S school committee election 
on Monday, March 26. The group is 
also encouraging eligible students 
and adults to get out and vote. 

The group is concerned that 
two of the four candidates for the 
two available seats want to radi- 
cally change the school’s culture 
in response to the January 19 trag- 
edy. 

Last week, The Sudbury Town 
Crier published position — state- 
ments from and articles about each 
of the candidates. Below are brief 
summaries of these positions. 

Radha Gargeya wants to 
make sure students feel safe at 
school. “There are some steps we 
can take right now... limiting and 
controlling access, and coming 
up with ways for students to pass 
on... any information that they 
may hear, and then to improve the 
screening process.” 


L-S complies

Recently, flags were placed in 
every classroom at Lincoln-Sud- 
bury Regional High School to be in 
compliance with state law. By law, 
the flags have to be displayed in 
government buildings and schools. 

The installation of the flags 
has sparked controversy among the 
students and faculty. 

“Well, it’s the law so it’s good 
that they are complying with it. But 
why do you need a law that forces 
people to express patriotism? That 
should be voluntary,” commented 
sophomore Tessa Brainard. 

Other students had mixed 
opinions about the new law. “Al- 
though there are many issues that 
I have very strong opinions on, 
portrayal of the American flag is 
of little importance. The issue of 
decorating the school with flags 
should be at the bottom of every- 
one’s priorities list,’ said Diana 
Lestz, a sophomore. 

The appearance of the flags led 
to some discussion among teach- 
ers. Those teachers who spoke out 
in support of the classroom flags 
referred to national pride and love 
of country and/or the importance of 
national symbols belonging to ev- 
eryone, not just one political group. 
Some also mentioned the high ide- 


Gargeya also wants to main- 
tain what already works at L-S, 
preserving the unique culture of 
belonging and support. “There is 
clearly something about L-S that 
works,” Gargeya says. However, 
he also notes that there is always 
room for improvement. 

Gargeya supports the proposed 
$2.5 million operating override, a 
portion of which will go to L-S, be- 
cause it is important in maintaining 
a certain level of services. 

Kevin Matthews says his pri- 
ority would be making sure of the 
safety of students. 

‘““We have ways of doing things 
at Lincoln-Sudbury that seem in- 
grained into the culture, like the 
open campus, that really need to 
be examined.” He wishes to make 
the campus safer through the use 
of technology like smart cards that 
can track students. 

The second part is examining 
L-S’ academics: Ryan states that 
performance has been steadily im- 
proving in science and math, but 
not in English and history. “There 
are some cracks in the academic

als that the flag represented. Those 
teachers who objected to the flags 
expressed one of several thoughts: 
that a flag in every classroom was 
excessive, as there is already one 
flying over the school; and that 
the presence of so many flags was 
a form of political indoctrination 
that promoted a mindless “We’re 
#1” mentality. One teacher felt that 
having so many flags would have 
the unintended effect of turning 
them into “wallpaper” that would 
actually make them seem less spe- 
cial. There were no flags in the 
classrooms of the original build- 
ing, at least since the early 1970’s. 
There were flag holders, however.

reputation,” he states. He also 
adds, “The procedures of admis- 
sion to Special Education... must 
be changed.” 

Regarding the tragedy of Janu- 
ary 19, Matthews would hold those 
who made errors accountable. 

Jack Ryan (incumbent) sees 
funding as one of the school’s main 
issues. While the student popula- 
tion has increased steadily, Ryan 
says state aid has stayed constant 
for five years. “I think we should 
be focusing on... creative solutions 
to provide quality education, know- 
ing there are not unlimited funds to 
do so,” Ryan says. He adds that our 
school that has been successful for 
50 years should not suddenly be 
altered. 

Because of the gap between 
funding and student population, 
Ryan supports the proposed over- 
ride. Without it, the number of 
teachers and staff would have to be 
reduced. 

In response to the January 19 
tragedy, Ryan does not want to “fo- 
cus on any quick fix or immediate 
reaction that would change how 


Lincoln-Sudbury has functioned 
without giving any such change 
careful consideration.” 

Douglas Zingale sees a school 
as comparable to a business, albeit 
a “different kind” of business. It 
should be efficient, deliver the 
product well, and manage itself. 

In response to the tragedy 
of January 19, Zingale questions 
whether the special needs screen- 
ing was adequate, and whether the 
school can deliver a great educa- 
tion to all students or if adjustments 
have to be made. 

Zingale also reasons that a 
public school’s mission is to attend 
to the needs of the exceptionally 
talented because it is beneficial to 
society to develop these talents. 
However, he also adds, “We are 
a public school, so we need to be 
working across the entire spec- 
trum.” 

Any employees who violate 
school policy should be removed, 
says Zingale. He wants to provide 
adult supervision in the halls, and 
would prefer not to open school 
until 7:30 AM. 


Teacher burns trans-fats in cars

Can we reduce our depen- 
dence on foreign oil? We all know 
the effects of running our economy 
on refined oil. Global warming 
and the disintegration of the ozone 
layer threatens to cause calamity. 
While we cruise from gas station 
to gas station in our Suburbans and 
Hummers getting seven miles to a 
gallon, L-S teacher Jamie Merkle is 
taking matters into his own hands. 

In his basement laboratory, 
Merkle single-handedly concocts 
enough bio-fuel to run his Volk- 
swagon Sedan. The process which 
Merkle uses to convert vegetable 
to VW fuel is as follows: routinely, 
Merkle visits restaurants and the 
school’s cafeteria, where he col- 
lects their extra vegetable oil. Next 
he mixes the vegetable oil with lye 
and rubbing alcohol in a still. In 
about three hours he has fifty gal- 
lons of viable fuel that produces 
80% less green house gas than tra- 
ditional fossil fuel, and is less toxic 
than table salt. “It’s fuel you can 
eat,” says Merkle. In the winter, 
however, he is forced by the cold 
weather to “cut” his bio-diesel mix 
by adding two gallons of petroleum 
to prevent the oil from solidifying. 
In his car he has constructed a sec- 
ondary heating tank, which the oil 
passes through first. If everyone 


were to employ this process, imag- 
ine the benefits for the economy 
and the ecology. 

According to Merkle, “most 
harmful pollution is produced by 
idling engines, when the gas isn’t 
being burned hot.” However, bio- 
fuel isn’t a panacea, as he explains, 
“It’s a step, but it isn’t a magic bul- 
let. Even if everyone converted to 
this more environmentally-friendly 
solution, we would still have too 
many cars on the road.” 

Carpooling is a simple ad- 
ditional solution, but real change 
will come when people fully real- 
ize that the earth’s assets are not 
inexhaustible. “People think that 
as long as they can breathe the air 
there isn’t a problem, but you just 
need to stand outside in the middle 
of traffic to realize that there is a 
major problem and that something 
has to be done,” he says of what 
prompted him to make bio-fuel. 

Merkle teaches woodwork- 
ing and architectural drafting. He 
is planning to expand his curricu- 
lum for next year to include auto- 
motive, engineering, and robotics 
classes. “I like to branch out,” he 
says. “We’re writing a curriculum 
for a 3D design course. To give 
kids classes like these is important, 
because when you do something 
with your hands, you process it a 
lot more, it’s not as abstract.”

Stop Kiss was the first play. It tells the sto- 
ry of two women from New York City, Callie 
and Sara, played convincingly and confidently 
by Pheobe Sexton and Emily Hinteregger, re- 
spectively.

The time sequence of Stop Kiss constant- 
ly switches between the past and the present, 
as Callie and Sara’s love unfolds and suffers 
in the light of violent homophobia. Though it 
is, at first, slightly difficult to follow, the time 
sequence proves to be one of the best qualities 
of Stop Kiss, keeping the audience enthralled 
in not one rivoting plot line, but two. 

Sexton, Hinteregger, and the support- 
ing cast approached Stop Kiss’ subject matter 
with confidence and grace that was astounding 
coming from high school actors. As the leads 


undressed on stage and shared a believably 
passionate kiss, the audience was filled with 
both shock and respect for the actresses. 

Where Stop Kiss deals with the victims of 
a hate assault and a tender, lesbian love story, 
Steel Kiss follows a story that takes the audi- 
ence in another direction. The play examines 
the psychology of violent homophobic perpe- 
trators who display raw anger, pain, hate and 
violence through the brilliant acting of Ry 
Joyner, Ben Richmond, Jimmy Roach, and 
Ben Sheff. 

Pulsating music and intense lighting add- 
ed to the intensity as the four leads literally 
wrestled with themselves on the issues of their 
own sexuality and societal pressures. As they 
screamed profanities and alternately admitted 
their own confusion and fear, the actors blew 
the audience away with their heartbreaking 
portrayals. 

After the mind-gripping 45 minutes of 
Steel Kiss, the directors and cast hosted a talk 
session in the theater. Many asked questions 
such as, “What place does subject matter like 
this have in high school?”

with four touchdown receptions at the end of 
the season. Derek Lowe and Jason Roth also 
threw one touchdown apiece. 

“The senior leadership was definitely the 
backbone of the Lincoln-Sudbury football,” 
said Nicholson, “Hogan, Cromwell, and Mc- 
Ivor also did a good job of picking us up when 
we needed it.” 

The Warrior defense was impenetrable all 
season long, letting up just 13 points a game.

Design 

The 2007 cover is a compilation of all previous covers of DY AD. The cover was designed by Rick Brooks 
of Jostens’ Creative Accounts with assistance from the Editors-In-Chief. It is a Custom Litho, High Gloss 
Process Color with UV Coating. The entire 324 page book was created using Jostens Yearbook Avenue, an 
online yearbook creation tool. All photos were taken digitally, or scanned and retouched. 


Softwarephotos and Hardware 
Other software applications used included Adobe Photoshop CS2, FileMaker Pro 8, Firefox 2.0. All running 
on Apple Macintosh computers. We used 4 20" Intel iMacs, 6 eMacs, and 11 G5 computers. We printed our 
proofs on a number of printers including an HP 5100dtn, HP 4200n, HP 4650n, and a Xerox Phaser 7750.
